‘or of Arizona Tervitery, cn the lst of February, 
1864, without authority of law and in deroga~ 


the oficer, (Kearney Goda, pamphlet, p. 45.) 
By Act of Congress Aug, ‘4, 1854, Sec. I, Stats 
at Large, Vol, 10,675, the “toreitory ‘acquired 
under the (then) late tresty with: Mexico, ealled 
the Gadawn treaty waa iagorporated with the 
Territory of New Mexico, subject to nil th» 
laws of the said last mentioned Territory’ 
The Act of New Nexico, approved fsb. 2, 
1869, provides, (Sec, 1, Code, p. 82,) that 
‘there shall be an Attoroey-General sappoint- 
ed by the Governor ot that Territory." Our own 
organic act, See. 2, makes that of New Mexico 
& part of our own. eg 

Indeed, the laws of New Mexico would have 
continued in operation in Arizona after ita 
severance fron. the former Territory, upon tha 


subsequently the said office of Attorney-Gen- 
eral, was created by the first legislatare of 
Arizona, Oct, 4th 1864, and the said Coles 
Bashford, though a membes of tha legislature 
creating the said ofice of Attorney-General, 
wag appointed to fill the same Nov. 10, 1864; 
Third, that the said Coles Bashford was, by 
‘act of the same legislature, approved Nov. 10, 
1864, made oze of the Board of Terriorial 
Auditors, and assumed to exercise the func- 
tions of the last two mentioned offices, in de- 
fiance of all Jaw and justica, and in plain and 
palpable violation of the organie law of the 
Territory of Asizenn; Fourth, that the so- 
called legislature, pretending to be in sexsicn 
at the institution of this suit, Dec. 15, 1868, 
had assumed to pass an act, instructing the 
said Territorial Tosasurer to pay all Territorial 
bonda and warrants of the Territory, outstand- 
ing and unredeemed, including those în con- 
wroversy in the present case, notwithstanding, 
as the affidavit states, the ssid pretended legis- 
Tatare had no legal existence, by reason of the 
fact that its members were appor ioned by the 
Governor of the Territory, aud elected on a day

‘Tho reavona assigned Sy affidavit and on mow 
tion for the dissolution of this injunction, are 
among others the following; Iirsé, that it was 
ordered, ox parte, no service of notieca of any 
kind having been mado on the defendant 
Charles IL, Lord, and no cufScient actual or 
constructive service having been rande où the 
defendant Coles Bashford; Second, that the 
complains on which the injunction was issued 
does not set forth asuticient cause of action, 
and thatthe proceedings of the plaintiff gre ir- 
regular and defective ; Third, that the eom- 
plaint filed in the case is not sufficient to nu- 
thorize the issue of an injanction, because it 
dous not allege that the affiant knows the con- 
tentethersof; Dourth, that Mr. Qary, who in

the appointment of the defendant as mad+ 

The firat of these allegations tbug abrolu tety 
fails, in fact; and in the ubaence of all rensa 
to the contrary this branch of the case may ic 
left to the preaum tion of law which, with.ou- 
further citation, applies to every atbar branch 
of the defendant's eause, that “Eyery pubirs f= 
ficer is presumed to act injabedience to his duty 
until the contrary is shown.” (Martin vs. Mott. 
12, Wh. 19.) 

The second al'egation on which this injanc- 
tion issued ia, that subsequently tue ruid of 
fice of Attorney-General was created hy the 
first Legislature of Arizona, Qet, i 1864, ani 
the defendant, though a membor si Me sang 
legislataré, which thus created ihs ofa, war 
eppointed to fill it, Noy 10, 1504 

This allegation siguaily tails in puit of facti 
for by reference to the eratiura undar the Pe 
lator’s first allegation, it will appear that tho 
office of Attorney-General was first established 
in New Moxico, before Arizoue had su urgaric 
existence, that it was extended ts his Terri 
tory by express logal enastment, that the office 
was in full legal existence here, both when 
the firat appointment nz made and when the 
act for its modification and continuance hero 
was passed. ihat set, therefore, was in no 
conceivable sense the creation of the olfice of 
Attorney-General. 

Tha prohibitory provision to which this exe 
eeplion is doabticas intonded to be referred, 
appears in the organic act of New Mexico, 
Sac, 9, in the following terms: ' No member 
ofthe legislativo gasamily obal! told, or be 
appointed lo any effice, ahich shall hava heen 
created or the salary or emolumenta of which 
shall have beon increased, while ba was a mams 
ber during the term for which he was elewted 
and for ong year after the exp ration of auch 
Hime?’
